I,  like  you,  would  prefer 
to  live  and  die  poor  rather  than  to  possess  unlimited  wealth,  provided  this  would  cause 
my  mind  to  become  darkened  and  the  light  of  the  Gospel  taken  from  me."  Cleanli- 
ness, honesty,  thrift,  perseverance,  kindness,  self-sacrifice,  generosity,  and  unwavering 
faith  in  the  being  and  works  of  the  Lord  are  all  rays  from  his  light  that  shines  before 
men,  and  men  the  world  over  have  seen  this  light  and  because  of  it  have  praised  our 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  The  achievements  in  the  life  of  our  President  have  made 
him,  indeed,  worthy  of  the  high  calling  to  lead  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  these 
latter  days.

THE  WILL  OF  THE  LORD 

ON  the  evening  of  Saturday,  October  12,  1940,  President  Richard  E.  Folland  received 
a  cablegram  from  President  Heber  J.   Grant.  The  message  of  the  cable  was 

for  all  the  "  Mormon  "  missionaries  in  South   Africa  to   return   to   America    as  soon  as 
possible. 

These  instructions  are  undoubtedly  in  keeping  with  the  European  Mission  policy  of 
the  Church.  Onlv  about  thirteen  months  ago,  at  the  commencement  of  hostilities  in 
Europe,  all  "  Mormon  "  missionaries  who  were  then  in  European  countries  were 
returned  to  America. 

The  departure  of  the  missionaries  will  leave  something  missing  in  the  lives  of  the 
South  African  members  of  the  Church.  Though  the  Elders  are  returning  home,  they 
leave  behind  them  the  most  precious  gem  in  the  world,  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  The 
day  of  departure  may  be  a  sad  one,  yet  in  the  years  to  come  there  will  be  many  a 
pleasant  memory  of  happy  associations  together  in  sunny  South  Africa. 

President  Richard  E.  Folland  and  his  family  will  remain  in  South  Africa,  and  will 
continue  to  lead  the  Saints  in  this  part  of  the  world. 

As  the  time  comes  to  say  good-bye,  let  us  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord's 
Prayer:  "  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven." — G.B.S. 
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AS    MEN    FACE   DEATH

NO  words  of  mine  arc  capable  of  fully 
expressing  my  gratitude  for  the 
Gospel,  but  I  am  never  so  thankful  lor  it 
as  in  the  hour  of  death.  Judging  from 
my  experience  in  Japan,  in  England,  and 
in  our  own  country,  in  attending  funerals 
of  those  not  of  our  faith,  I  feel  assured 
that  we  as  a  people  cannot  and  do  not 
realize  and  appreciate  in  the  least  degree 
the  terrible  sorrow  and  anguish  that  come 
to  the  hearts  of  those  who  have  not  a 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  who  are  called 
upon  to  part  with  their  loved  ones. 

Death  seems  a  most  terrible  thing,  as 
near  as  I  can  judge  by  attending  the 
funerals  of  people  where  the  surviving 
relatives  do  not  know  the  truth,  but  to  a 
Latter-day  Saint,  while  death  brings 
sorrow  into  our  homes  and  our  hearts, 
that  sorrow  is  more  or  less  of  the  same 
nature  that  we  feel  when  we  are  tem- 
porarily called  upon  to  part  with  our  dear 
ones  who  are  going  out  into  the  mission 
field  or  who  are  moving  away  for  some 
time.  That  awful  anguish  that  I  have 
seen  exhibited  by  those  who  know  not  the 
truth  I  believe  never  comes  into  the  heart 
(if  a  true  Latter-day  Saint. 

It  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  part  with  two 
wives,  to  part  with  a  beloved  mother,  to 
bury  both  of  my  sons,  one  daughter,  and 
most  of  my  life -long  friends,  and  yet  I  do 
not  believe  that  I  have  suffered  at  all  in 
comparison  to  what  I  have  seen  others 
suffer  who  know  not  the  truth. 

I  remember  attending  the  funeral  of  a 
gentleman  in  Salt  Lake,  a  very  dear 
friend  of  mine  not  of  our  Church,  whose 
wife  was  a  life -long  member  of  another 
church,  and  the  anguish  of  that  woman 
at  that  funeral,  the  almost  frantic 
anguish  that  nearly  drove  her  wild,  and 
the  mourning  and  the  sorrow  for  months 
and  months  that  that  woman  experienced, 
convinced  me  beyond  a  shadow  of  a  doubt 
that  her  faith  utterly  failed  in  comforting 
her  heart. 

Some  months  after  the  death  of  her 
husband   I  happened  to  be  visiting  at  her 


home,  and  she  invited  me  to  sit  down  on 
the  lounge.  She  wanted  to  tell  me 
something.  She  told  me  that  a  short  time 
before  her  husband  had  died  he  said  to 
her  that  he  did  not  want  to  break  her 
heart,  but  "if  it  were  not  for  the  fact 
that  you  and  your  friends  and  your 
grandparents  have  been  devoted  members 
of  another  church  I  tell  you  what  I  would 
do  :  I  would  join  these  Mormons.  We 
have  lived  among  them  for  twenty -five 
years;  they  take  care  of  their  poor 
better  than  any  other  people  in  the  world. 
They  take  care  of  their  sick  better  ;  they 
visit  the  homes  of  their  friends  in  the  hour 
of  sickness  and  sorrow  and  are  like  one 
great  large  family.  They  are  in  very 

deed  brothers  and  sisters.  There  is  no- 
body like  them  ;  and  I  would  join  them 
only  I  know  it  would  break  your  heart." 

Months  later  I  wrote  her  and  asked 
permission  to  go  into  the  temple  and  do 
the  work  for  her  husband  ;  and  she  called 
at  my  house  and  granted  this  permission 
and  handed  me  some  money  to  donate  to 
the  temple.  I  made  up  my  mind,  after 
a  few  years  had  passed,  that  I  would  have 
a  conversation  with  her,  and  refer  to  the 
fact  that  we  believed  in  marriage  for  time 
and  all  eternity.  But  just  before  I  had 
made  up  my  mind  to  have  that  conversa- 
tion with  her — she  was  living  at  the  time 
in  California — she  passed  away. 

I  was  sorry  that  I  did  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  talk  with  her  because  I  had 
lived  in  hopes  that  she  would  see  the 
necessity  of  being  baptized  herself.  But 
shortly  afterwards  I  learned  that  just 
before  she  died,  when  she  was  visiting  in 
Utah,  she  called  a  president  of  a  stake  to 
her  home  there  and  said:  "  I  cannot,  I 
have  not  the  moral  courage  to  tell  mv 
children,  having  reared  them  in  another 
church,  that  I  have  lost  mv  faith  and  that 
I  believe  in  the  Mormon  religion.  I 
want  you,  when  I  am  gone,  to  have  your 
wife  go  to  the  temple  and  have  the  work 
done  for  me  and  my  husband.  Mr. 
Grant  has  done  the  work  for  mv  husband

WHIT 


WHOLE"

ON  one  of  the  many  occasions  when 
Jesus  paid  his  quiet  but  incisive 
respects  to  his  hypocritical  accusers  and 
would-be  destroyers,  He  said  ".  .  .  .  1 
have  made  a  man  every  whit  whole  .  .  . " 
(John  7  :23).  And  no  generation  has  pro- 
duced a  better  definition  of  the  function 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  than  that. 
This  Gospel  (and  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  earthly  agency  through  which 
the  business  of  the  Gospel  is  conducted) 
has  one  objective,  and  that  objective  is  to 
make  all  men  "  every  whit  whole." 

The  purpose  of  the  Church  is  not  to 
build  a  powerful  and  ever-widening  world 
organization — except  as  such  organiza- 
tion will  promote  the  salvation  of  human 
souls.  There  may  be  world   organiza- 

tions— even  churches — which  seek  power 
for  its  own  sake  and  which  widen  in- 
fluence for  self-interest,  but  that  is  not 
the  way  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Nor  does  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
seek  spiritual  benefits  for  mankind  and 
rest  content  to  leave  its  members  in 
physical  want.  That  is  the  way  of  a  type 
of  asceticism  which  would  try  to  redeem 
a  man's  soul  and  let  his  body  go  begging. 
Or  it  may  be  an  excuse  for  convenient 
neglect  of  the  physical  wants  of  a  people. 
Bnt  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  takes  eter- 
nal note  of  the  fact  that  good  and  useful 
men  are  better  and  more  useful  if  thev  are 
"  every  whit  whole." 

Nor  does  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
rest  content  to  leave  any  class  of  its  people 
in  ignorance  while  a  priestly  group  is 
charged  with  the  exclusive  responsibility 
of  doing  the  thinking  and  the  interpreting 
and  the  "  interceding  with  God  "  in  many 


matters  of   thought  and  worship.  The 

Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  takes  eternal  note 
of  the  fact  that  a  man  cannot  be  positively 
good  where  his  knowledge  does  not  lead 
him,  and  one  of  the  most  glorious  truths 
restated  in  the  present  dispensation 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  heralds 
the  fact"  that  men  "  cannot  be  saved  in 
ignorance." 

Nor  does  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
rest  content  to  see  its  members  attain 
physical  well-being  or  pursue  this  thing 
called  "  intellectuality  "  without  giving 
due  weight  and  attention  to  the  spiritual 
values  of  life.  Nowhere  more  than    in 

the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  it  more 
vigilantly  realized  that  material  well- 
being  and  worldly  wisdom  cannot  survive 
for  good  beyond  the  time  of  their  separa- 
tion from  alloy  with  things  of  the  spirit. 

There  is  no  law  or  ordinance  of  the 
Gospel,  there  is  no  organization  or  activity 
of  the  Church,  there  is  no  written  or 
spoken  utterance  of  an  inspired  servant  of 
the  Lord  but  what  has  as  its  sole  pur- 
pose making  men  "  every  whit  whole." 
And  for  this  purpose  the  Church  has 
established  many  agencies  and  activities 
in  the  past,  and  will  continue  to  establish 
more  in  the  future  as  need  arises  and  as 
the  Lord  directs. 

The  latest  such  helping  agency  is  the 
Security    Programme.  Before   it  came 

the  Primary  Association,  the  Department 
of  Education,  the  Genealogical  Society, 
the  M.I.A.,  the  Sunday  School,  the  Relief 
Society,  the  missionarv  system,  the  law 
of  tithing,  the  law  of  consecration,  the 
Word  of  Wisdom,  faith,  repentance, 
baptism,  and  all  of  the  other  tenets,  prin-

the  very  death  of  her  husband,  1  am  con- 
vinced, caused  her  to  reflect  and  to  pray 
and  to  stud}-  and  look  into  the  truth  to 
that  extent  that  before  she  passed  away 
she  wanted  to  be  counted  as  a  member  of 
the  Church   of  Christ. 

I  regret  that  she  did  not  have  the  moral 
courage  to  come  out  boldlv  and  acknow- 
ledge   her    faith    and    go    down    into    the 


waters  of  baptism  during  her  life,  but  1 
am  glad  she  was  anxious  to  have  the  work 
done.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  it  was 
done  for  her  and  her  husband,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  say  I  had  the  privilege  of  per- 
forming the  sealing  ordinance  for  that 
couple. 

I  am  thankful  for  the  Gospel,  beyond 
all  power  with  which  God  has  endowed 
me  to  express  my  thoughts  ;  for  this  is  the 
Gospel,  the  glad  tidings  of  which  the 
voice  out  of  the  heavens  bore  record  unto 
us — that  He  came  into  the  world,  even 
Jesus  Christ,  to  sanctify  the  world  and  to 
cleanse  it  from  unrighteousness,  and  to 
save  all  the  creatures  of  His  hands,  to 
save  all  except  those  that  deny  the  Son 
after  the  Father  has  revealed  Him.  This 
(iospel  is  for  all,  and  it  helps  all  who  em- 
brace it  with  full  purpose  of  heart  to  meet 
the  stresses  of  life  with  courageous 
assurance.
